SEAPLANE WHICH 
CROSSED THE OCEAN 
COMING UP THE OHIO 



NC-4 On Its Way Up the Ohio 
and May Stop at Maysvllle— Gal- 
lant Commander Who Made 
Historic Flight Is With 
His Machine. 



The NC-4, the first seaplane to cross 
the Atlantic, is now on its way up the 
Ohio river to assist recruiting in the 
navy, and will probably come as far 
as Maysvllle and spend a few days 
here, It was learn this afternoon 

Announcement was made In Cincin- 
nati Tuesday by Lieutenant Command- 
er Serkowich, in charge of the naval 
engineering inspector's office, that the 
NC-4 and its gallant commander 
would visit Cincinnati November 10 
to 13. 

Lieutenant Commander Read, who 
made the historic flight in the plane, 
will accompany the machine here. It 
will arrive here from Memphis under 
its own power, making "part of the 
trip by air flight and part by water. 
It wll Ibe accompanied by the United 
States Destroyer Isabel, which will 
act as fuel tender. Local naval offic- 
ials are now negotiating with Jacob 
Eyrlch, custodian of public property, 
for the use of a suitable site as a land- 
ing place. Full details of the visit 
will bo furnished to Mayor Rusxell as 
soon as received by the naval author- 
ities at Cincinnati. One of the princi- 
pal objects of the visit is to stimu- 
late Interest In naval recruiting and 
principally In the aviation branch of 
the navy.

UNSIGNED COMMUNICATIONS 

Maysville and Mason County ministers and church workers are 
receiving through the mail from Louisville communications which 
are unsigned and which are mailed in envelopes without return cards 
on them but the government post mark shows that they are from the 
city of Louisville. 

These communications charge that Hon. Edwin P. Morrow and 
the state Republican ticket are the avowed candidates of the alleged 
Kentucky Whiskey ring and that Governor James Darling Black and 
bis line-up represent everything that is moral and uplifting in Ken- 
tucky. 

Where these unsigned communications came from is not definite- 
ly known but its 10 to 1 that they came from Democratic State head- 
quarters. 

If Tom Rhea knew the caliber of the ministers and church work- 
ers in Mason county lie would not permit the circulation of these 
unsigned communications amongst them for the most of our Mason 
County Prohibition leaders do the same thing with unsigned com 
munications that newspaper editors do with them — consign them to 
the waste basket. Those receiving these communications, however, 
might think something about them and decide that politicians who 
resort to such tactics are not worthy of trusting with the affairs of 
the state. 



A TRIBUTE TO EHWIN P. HflRKOH 



Judge B. J. Bethurum of Somerset, 
Ky., judge of the Circuit Court of the 
Twenty-eighth Judicial district, is one 
of the best known judges in Kentucky. 

In a public address at Whitesburg, 
Saturday evening, October 18th, Judge 
Bethurum. made the following state- 
ment concerning his former law part- 
ner, Edwin P. Morrow, Republican 
candidate for Governor: 

"I reside in the home town of our 
distinguished candidate for Governor. 
I have known him throughout his 
whole life. We practiced law togeth- 
er at Somerset till I was called to the 
bench in 1910, since which time he has 
appeared as counsel In my court As 
a lawyer and practitioner he Is able, 
courteous and ethical: as an advocate, 
he has few equals, and no superiors, in 
Kentucky; you have heard him cham- 
pion the cause of the people on the 
stump, and know that he is a master 
in the art of forensic eloquence.

I 
know the esteem in which he Is held 
at home, and It is with pleasure that 
I testify to his good name. Many 
years ago he married the charming 
and accomplished daughter of the late 
Judge O. H. Waddle, and as a result 
of that union their home is blessed 



with two bright, sweet children. I 
never knew a sunnier, happier home 
than that of Mr. Morrow. No man is 
more devoted to his family than is he 
He is always deeply concerned as to 
their comfort and welfare, and is hap 
piet when at home surrounded by the 
family group."

PRACTICAL STEP 
TAKEN BY BAPTISTS 
IN UNION PROGRAM 

Baptists of Southern HapUst ConTen. 
tlon Send 27 Native Missionaries 
Into the Field. 

Nashville, Tenn., October 22— As tho 
first practical step In the program of 
■plrltual reconstruction of Europe, 
made possible by the Baptist 76 Mil- 
lion Campaign, twenty-seven native 
missionaries are being employed by 
the Foreign Mission Board of the 
Southern BaptlBt Convention to do 
special work In the new republic of 
Csecho-Slovakla, Dr. T. B. Ray, asso- 
ciate secretary of the board and sur- 
vey director of the Baptist 7B Million 
Campaign, announced here today. 

At a recent conference of Baptist 
leaders from all parts ot Czecho-Slo- 
vakla, held at Prague, volunteers for 
the preaching of the gospel In that 
country were called for, and twenty- 
seven of the ablest young men of the 
new nation responded, It Is said. Ap- 
pointment of these volunteers is now 
In process by the Foreign Mission 
Board and these men, a majority of 
whom are university graduates, all of 
whom have been engaged In more re- 
munerative occupations heretofore, 
and all of whom have demonstrated 
their usefulness as Christian work- 
ers, Dr. Ray announces. 

Another move by the mission board 
was to appropriate a sum sufficient to 
complete the modern church building 
at Prague, the capital of Bohemia, and 
pay off all indebtedness against it. 
This building was launched just be- 
fore the war and considerable money 
had been put into it by the mission 
board prior to the war. Not daunted 
by the conflict, however, local mem- 
bers of the church continued to push 
their building project throughout the 
struggle and now the mission board 
has come to their rescue by assuming 
the remainder of the obligations in the 
completion of the edifice. 

Baptist 75 Million Campaign In the 
formulation of a general program of 
Southern Baptist effort In the recon- 
struction of Europe, is now In France 
studying the general situation there. 
From France it will «o, in succession, 
Into Belgium, Italy, Czecho slovakia, 
the Ukraine and such other Important 
parts of Europe as are open. Later 
it will go into Palestine for a study 
of the work In Syria, Persia and Oali- 
lee. this work, formerly can-led on by 
the Illinois Baptist Association, hnv- 
Ing been recently committeed to the 
Foreign Mission Board.

Waahlngton, October 22. — Every 
Government agency today was being 
prepared to meet a nation-wide coal 
strike. Cabinet officers gave Instruc- 
tions that their departments should 
Investigate the possibilities of Govern- 
ment operation of the mines and the 
revival of the Fuel Administration 
was under serious consideration.

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EXPLANATION FROM 
GOVERNOR BLACK 

Great Throes; Greci Republican Can. 
dldate For Gorernor at Nicholas 
County Capital Yesterday. 

CarlUle, Ky., October 21. — In a 
statement given out here thla after- 
noon, Edwin P. Morrow, Republican 
candidate for Governor demands Gov- 
ernor James D Black to state who 
he refers to in a speech reported in 
the press as having been delivered at 
Olacgow Monday afternoon, In which 
tho Governor Is credited with saying: 
"Neither have I any respect for a man 
who won't pay his debts, and who Is 
willing to allow a check to go to pro- 
test." 

The statement was given out by Mr. 
Morrow at the close of his speech here 
this afternoon delivered before a 
crowd that taxed the capacity of the 
Nicholas county Court House. Altho 
brief it was to the point and demands 
a plain statement on the subject by 
Governor Black who is reported as 
having made reference to someone 
falling to pay their debts and allowing 
checks to go to protest, In the course 
of his speech delivered at Glasgow 
Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Morrow's attention was call- 
ed to the statement as carried in the 
press he Immediately Issued the fol- 
lowing statement: "My attention has 
been called to an article In the Lex- 
ington Herald reporting Governor 
Black's speech at Glasgow, Ky., on Oc- 
tober 20th. In this article Governor 
Black is reported as having said: 
"Neither have I any respect for a 
man who won't pay his debts, and who 
is willing to allow a check to go to 
protest." 

"In this statement Mr. Morrow 
makes no direct charge. I ask Mr. 
Black now to state whether or not he 
intended by this statement to charge 
that I am a man who won't pay my 
debts, and who allows my checks to 
go to protest. I want and demand a 
plain statement on this subject, and 
Mr. Black must make it." 

The statement was reported as hav- 
ing been made by Mr. Black In connec- 
tion with another statement made in 
commenting on Mr. Morrow an- 
nounced purpose in event of his elec- 
tion as Governor to refuse payment of 
attorneys employed In the Bingham 
tax suit. Mr. Black Is said to have 
taken the position that the contract 
entered into with the attorneys In this 
case was a sacred and binding obliga- 
tion and that he had no respect for a 
man who would attempt to evade or 
break it. 

in his speech here this afternoon 
Mr. Morrow reiterated his former 
statement that In event of his elec- 
tion as Governor he would refuse pay- 
ment of attorneys employed In the 
Bingham case and said further that 
he did not believe a Jury of twelve 
Kentucklans would give these men the 
enormous fee which they have been 
promised. 

Despite the fact that a rain began 
falling early this morning and con- 
tinued all day, the crowd which heard 
Mr. Morrow this afternoon, was said 
by many to have been the largest at- 
tending a public speaking here In 
three years. The crowd was said by 
Rev. 3. B. Lander, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church to have been al- 
most twice as large as the crowd that 
hoard Governor Black when he spoke 
here several days aRo. At that time 
the speaking was held at night and 
fair weather prevailed and the Court 
House was not anything like filled 
while today the rain continued every 
minute of the time and the Court 
House was filled to overflowing with 
many standing in the Isles and in the 
hall.

By lied Cross at Big State
